Increased  Traffic 
Creates  Major 
Campus  Problems

Brigham  Young  University’s 
traffic  problems  can  be  sum- 
marized as  follows:  approximate- 
ly 2,000  student  cars,  two  en- 
trances to  the  campus  and  heav- 
ily traveled  campus  roads  inter- 
secting congested  pedestrian 
walks. 

The  2,000  registered  cars  need 
no  explanation.  Nearly  one  out 
of  every  three  students  on  cam- 
pus has  a car,  and  the  large  ma- 
jority of  these  students  drive 
their  cars  on  campus  every  day. 
Fifteen  hundred  . cars  tunneling 
into  any  area  will  cause  conges- 
tion. 

All  cars  entering  the  campus 
must,  for  all  practical  purposes, 
use  either  the  north  entrance  or 
the  road  entering  by  Campus 
dorm.  Both  of  these  roads  are 
narrow,  and  both  have  bad  hills 
which  are  troublesome,  especial- 
ly in  bad  weather. 

Congested  Area 

All  cars  either  entering  or 
leaving  the  campus  by  way  of 
the  Campus  dorm  hill  must  pass 
through  a congested  pedestrian 
area  near  the  Student  Service 
Center,  the  North  building,  and 
the  Speech  center.  This  situation 
has  been  somewhat  alleviated  by 
the  routing  of  traffic  around  the 
North  building  instead  of  be- 
tween the  North  building  and 
the  Service  center. 

All  of  these  problems  should 
be  corrected  when  construction 
on  the  four-lane  campus  en- 
trance highways  and  the  per- 
manent parking  lot  is  finished. 
While  no  definite  .date  has  been 
set  for  construction  of  the  new 
entrances,  one  will  be  finished  by 
next  year,  and  the  problem 
should  be  largely  solved  within 
two  years. 

Foreign  Students  Urged 
To  Check  Registration 

All  foreign  students  must  reg- 
ister in  January  with  the  Na- 
turalization and  Immigration 
Service,  according  to  Dr.  Selby 
Clark,  adviser  to  foreign  stu- 
dents. Forms  are  available  in  his 
office. 

Foreign  students  enrolled  now 
number  185,  Dr.  Clark  said.  They 
come  from  22  countries.  New 
students  come  from  Tahiti,  Syria, 
China,  Korea,  Honduras,  Iran, 
and  Spain.

Whether  it’s  in  the  local  news- 
paper, the  radio,  - or  in  a maga- 
zine, the  news  about  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  is  there 
because  of  one  organization,  the 
Public  Relations  department. 

Director  Edwin  Butterworth, 
and  Mrs.  Lynn  Dallin,  chief  re- 
porter, and  Dave  Schulthess,  di- 
rector of  athletic  publicity,  unite 
forces  to  keep  the  city,  state  and 
nation  informed  o.n  happenings 
at  BYU.  Each  day  a package  con- 
taining one-half  dozen  news  stor- 
ies and  accompanying  pictures  is 
sent  to  thirty  outlets  consisting 
of  .newspapers,  radios,  wire  ser- 
vices, and  magazines. -For  special 
news  the  list  of  receivers  is  ex- 
tended to  include  more  than  100. 

Need  Clearing 

All  stories  and  articles  about 
the  Y must  be  cleared  with  the 
Public  Relations  department  be- 
fore any  one  of  them  appear  in 
print.  This  aids  in~both  circula 
tio.n  and  coverage,  since  the  stor- 
ies are  published  at  the  best  pos- 
sible time  to  get  the  most  re- 
sponse from  the  general  public. 
It  also  avoids  the  confusion  that 
would  result  if  each  person  took 
his  own  piece  of  news  to  the  in- 
dividual newspapers.  With  the 
faculty  and  student  officers  co- 
operating with  the  department, 
there  may  be  several  stories  and 
pictures  on  the  same  subject  in- 
stead of  just  one. 

Each  department  at  the  Y re- 
ceives space  in  the  newspapers, 
but  the  sports  department  must 
especially  be  kept  in  the  good 
graces  of  the  newspapers.  These 
local  reporters  receive  the  ut- 
most attention  when  visiting  the 
Y.  They  are  given  reserved  seats 


in  the  press  box,  telephone  ser- 
vice, complete  statistics  on  the 
game  as  it  progresses,  and  even 
hot  dogs  and  soda  pop  at  half- 
time. The  Y has  the  best  statisti- 
cal service  in  the  conference,  giv- 
ing the  reporters  the  number  of 
shots  attempted  by  each  player, 
the  number  of  points,  fouls,  and 
all  other  necessary  information, 
so  that  all  they  have  to  do  is 
watch  the  game. 

Smooth  Organization 

Until  1951  the  Public  Relations 
department  was  handled  on  a 
limited  scale,  but  since  it  has 
been  - centralized  by  President 
Wilkinson,  and  gradually  per- 
fected into  a smooth  running  or- 
ganization. All  the  paid  advertise- 
ments concerning  the  university 
are  handled  by  this  department, 
which  also  organizes  radio  pro- 
grams, round  table  discussions 
and  interviews.  Anything  in  con- 
nection with  radio  must,  how- 
ever, be  cleared  through  KBYU. 

A complete  file  of  all  clippings 
from  newspapers  and  magazines 
is  located  in  the  Public  Relations 
office.  The  chronological  file 
contains  everything  that  Was 
printed  that  day  about  BYU  in 
any  newspaper,  .whether  local, 
state  or  national.  The  subject 
matter  file  has  everything  that 
was  printed  under  a certain  de- 
partment— sports,  drama,  home- 
coming, etc.  Each  clipping  has 
stamped  on  it  the  date  it  was 
published  and  the  newspaper  it 
appeared  in.  The  university  be- 
longs to  a clipping  service  that 
each  day  sends  to  the  school  any 
item  that  appeared  in  any  paper 
in  the  United  States.  This  way 
an  accurate  record  is  kept  of  the 
publicity  the  Y is  getting.

In  the  last  few  issues  of  the  Universe  we  h*ve  attempted  to 
clarify  the  traffic  situation  at  Brigham  Young  University.  As  stated 
in  the  final  article,  which  appears  today,  the  situation  has  its  prob- 
lems, but  the  problems  are  receiving  attention. 

Many  of  the  students  have  felt  that  the  parking  lots  now 
in  use  should,  be  paved.  This  is  impossible,  due  to  the  proposed 
building  program.  Within  two  years,  according  to  the  schedule, 
the  lots  will  be  occupied  by  th?  Ckfssroom  building  and  the 
Family  Living  building.  Within  a short  time  the  administration 
building,  the  Student  Union  and  other  buildings  will  cover  the 
rest  of  available  parking  now  in  use. 

New  parking  lots  of  a permanent  nature,  complete  with  pave- 
ment and  four-lane  entrances,  will  be  ready  for  use  as  soon  as  pres- 
ent parking  facilities  are  no  longer  available.  Permanent  parking 
facilities  are  not  available  now  simply  because  students  would  not 
use  them,  despite  their  pavement,  when  parking  is  available  a quar- 
ter of  a mile  closer  to  campus. 

President  Wilkinson  feeels  that  car  owners  should  bear  the  cost 
of  handling  traffic,  and  we  agree.  Students  can  rest  assured  that 
parking  fees  are  not  out  of  line  with  the  services  provided,  and 
they  can  be  comforted  by  the  fact  that  before  long  both  the  servicees 
and  the  facilities  will  be  improved.

Fighters  from  Brigham  Young 
University  gave  a good  account 
of  themselves  in  a recent  engage- 
ment before  a packed  house  at 
the  Junior  High  School  gym  in 
Santaquin.  These  bouts  were  held 
for  a March  of  Dimes  benefit 
fund. 

Francis  Beck,  a Y 126  pounder 
in  his  boxing  debut,  decisioned 
, an  inter-mountain  AAU  finalist 
with  a vicious  body  attack.  Beck 
proved  to  be  no  pushover,  and 
local  ringmen  reckoned  that  he 
would  be  the  next  126  pound 
amateur  champion  in  the  area. 

Chuck  Woodworth  and  LeRoy 
Stickle,  both  of  the  Y,  rounded 
out  the  evening  with  a top  flight 
exhibition.  Their  body  punching 
reflects  the  style  of  Art  Saxell, 
BYU  boxing  mentor,  who  has

Sleep  seemed  to  be  the  theme  last  weekend  as  the  Sandman 
teamed  up  with  Utah  and  Brigham  Young  to  make  Utah  State  and 
Montana  wish  that  they  had  stayed  home  in  bed.  New  Mexico  did 
take  a needed  rest,  while  Colorado  A&M  and  Denver  were  being 
lulled  by  Seattle  and  Colorado  State.  Wyoming,  on  the  other  hand, 
was  wide  awake  upsetting  Oklahoma  City,  57-38. 

Friday  night,  a napping  Utah  State  crew  was  sent  away  with 
a 74-62  defeat,  by  the  hands  of  — 


the  youthful  Utes  of  Utah.  The 
Utes  played  their  hearts  out  try- 
ing to  prove  their  worth,  and  this 
they  did  with  a control  and  drive 
brand  of  play.  Utes’  Billy  Max- 
well, Eddie  Pepple,  and  Morris 
Buckwalter  made  half  of  their 
shots  to  lead  the  attack  with  18, 
13,  and  10  points.  Bill  Hull  and 
Pat  Dunn  tanked  20  and  22  while 
slaving  in  the  Aggie  cause. 

Non-Loop  Tilt 

In  a non-league  contest,  Colo- 
rado A&M  flopped  before  a 
strong  and  able  Seattle  five,  72- 
57.  Seattle  bombarded  the  nets 
for  25  points  in  the  final  period, 
which  was  good  enough  for  their 
second  straight  victory  over  the 
Rams.  At  the  same  time,  Brig- 
ham Young  was  throwing  sand  in 
Montana’s  eyes,  and  downing  the 
Grizzlies  62-54. 

The  Grizzlies  succumbed  again 
on  Saturday  night,  this  time  to 
Utah,  73-62.  Each  time  the  Mon- 
tanans would  try  the  attack 
which  netted  them  an  overwhelm- 
ing victory  over  the  Utes  two 
weeks  ago,  the  fiery  Utahns  were 
right  ahead  of  them  to  slam  the 
door  in  their  faces.

Thriving  Business 

Business  is  at  an  all  time  high 
at'  University  Station  One  post 
office,  according  to'Elta  Chris- 
tensen, postmaster. 

Total  cash  transactions  for  1953 
including  money  orders  issued 
and  cashed,  box  rentals,  and 
stamp  sales  totaled  $126,248.76. 
This  figure  does  not  include  the 
cost  of  official  Brigham  Young 
University  outgoing  mail  which 
amounted  to  $14,000. 

Stamp  sales  last  year  amounted 
to  $21,927,  a 29  per  cent  increase 
over  1952.  which^  doubled  stamp 
sales  of  1948. 

December  sales  were  the  high- 
est since  the  opening  of  the  cam- 
pus post  office  in  1947.  Stamp 
sales  alone  totaled  $3,362  in  De- 
cember, high  for  the  last  quarter 
of  any  previous  year  in  campus 
history.
